WASHINGTON, May 4—The 
United States Supreme Court 
agreed today to review a deci- 
sion by the Missouri Supreme 
Court which upheld constitu- 
tionality of the anti-strike pro- 
visions of the state’s King- 
Thompson public utility law. 
No date was set for a bear- 
ing in the court’s briéf an- 
nouncement and it was thought 
ely that the matter would 
come up before the term start- 
ing next October. 


The court acted on an ap- 
peal by the AFL-CIO Oil, 
Chemical & Atomic Workers 
Union, from the 
court’s finding last Sept. 29 
that the anti-strike provisions 
of the King-Thompson Act 
were a valid part of the state’s 
inherent police powers. 

The case grew out of a strike 
against Laclede Gas Co. of St. 
Louis, called in July 1955 by 
thrte locals of the union. Phil 
M. Dennelly, then Governor, 
took over the utility under pro- 
visions of the state law. 
Employes refused to obey 
the Governor’s order. to return 
to. work and the state sued in 
circuit court to enjoin them 
from continuing the strike. 
Circuit Judge Ivan Lee Holt 
dr. of St. Louis upheld the 
order and the strikers returned 
to work but appealed to the 
Missouri Supreme Court. 
Judge Clem F. Storckman, 
writing the state court’s opin- 
ion, said the dominant purpose 
of the King-Thompson Act was

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
May 4 (AP)—A Titan intercon- 
tinental ballistic missile thun- 
dered aloft today on its fourth 
test flight in three months. 

The blastoff marked the sec- 
ond attempt to separate the 
two powerful stages of the 90- 
foot rocket in flight. 

After about. two minutes, a 
tiny flash of light was seen as 
the missile raced toward the 
east—then it puffed out. This 
indicated that the separation 
attempt was successful. 

As in the three previous Ti- 
tan tests, the 37-foot second 
stage rocket was a dummy, 
loaded with water for ballast. 

Titan sputtered out on the 
launching pad on the first 
separation shoot last Tuesday.

“The court misreads history 
when it relates the Fourth 
Amendment primarily to 
searches for evidence to be 
used in criminal prosecutions,” 


Douglas said.

Douglas said that England, 


“a nation no less mindful of 
public health than we and 
keenly conscious of civil liber- 
ties, has long proceeded on the 
basis that where a citizen de- 
nies entrance to a health in- 
spector, a search warrant is 
needed 


“We cannot do less and still 
be true to the command of the 
Fourth Amendment which pro- 
tects even the lowliest home in 
the land from intrusion on the 
mere say-so of an official,“ 
Douglas said. 

Justice Frankfurter for the 
majority said that “time and 
experience have forcefully 
taught that the power to in- 
spect dwelling places, either as 
a matter of systematic area-by- 
area search or, as here, to 
treat a specific problem, is of 
indispensable importance to 
the maintenance of community 
health; a power that would be 
greatly hobbled by the blanket 
requirements of the safeguards 
necessary for a search of evi- 
dence of criminal acts.” 

The Court unanimously 
struck down the contempt con- 
viction of a Quaker who re- 
fused to testify before a state 
legislative committee about his 
connection with interracial 
groups. 

David H. Scull, a printer of 
Annandale, Va., declined to an- 
swer questions asked by what 
was known as the Thomson in- 
vestigating committe set up by 
the Virginia Assembly. He was 
sentenced to 10 days in jail 
and fined $50. 


Purposes Unclear. 

Justice Hugo Black wrote 
the Court’s opinion, Black said

To Use Biggest Weapon. 

On the matter of stigma 
against big nuclear weapons, 
the Defense Department re- 
plied: 
To develop a stigma against 
the use of certain large nuclear 
weapons is not necessarily in 
the best interests of this coun- 
try. To help deter any foreign 
country from attacking the 
United States or its allies, we 
should and do make it plain 
that the largest, most devastat- 
ing atomic weapons are avail- 
able in our stockpile for re- 
taliation as necessary and will 
be used.”

“fourth nation” problem—the 
question of when another coun- 
try in addition to the United 
States, the Soviet Union. and 


Britain begins producing its 


own nuclear weapons — the 
State Department said: 

“For many reasons, the 
United States would like to see 
the spread of nuclear weapons 
production capability curtailed. 
As additional countries achieve 
a nuclear weapons capability, it 
would become more difficult to 
achieve a safeguarded disarm- 
ament agreement covering all 
types of weapons and forces. 
It is also important for the 
future peace of the wo that 
nuclear weapons do not fall 
under the control of irrespons- 
ible dictators who through mis- 
understanding, impetuous ac- 
tion or evil intent might lead 
a reluctant world into World 
War III. 

“Over the long term it will 
be possible to continue this pol- 
icy only if there is controlled 
disarmament.” 

The Defense Department 
said it saw no way to prevent 
the Chinese Communists from 
producing nuclear weapons. It 
said: 


“If the Chinese decide they 
must build nuclear weapons, no 
United States policy will pre- 
vent this.”

They sent a telegram to Sen- 


ator James O. Eastland (Dem), 


Mississippi, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. 


That group's internal security 


subcommittee has been hold- 


hearings on a series of 
bills‘to revise Supreme Court 
decisions in the security area. 

Among the signers were the 
acting dean of Harvard Law 
Sehool, Livingston Hall, and 
the deans of three other 
schools: William C. Warren of 
Columbia, Jefferson B. Ford- 
ham of Pennsylvania and Eu- 
gene V. Rostow of Yale. 

The telegram analyzed six 
bills that are under consider- 
ation by the internal security 
subcommittee. 

“Not.one of these bills seems 
to us to strengthen the demo- 
cratic system they are in- 
tended to protect, the tele- 
gram said. 

“On the contrary, in combi- 
nation they seem to us to 
jeopardize many of the values 
most highly cherished in a free 
society.” 

One bill discussed would 
permit the states again to en- 
force their own laws against 
overthrow of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. The Supreme Court 
held in 1956 that the Smith

NNPANAMA BY 3 
MEN. REPORTED 


PANAMA CITY, May 4 (AP) 
—National guardsmen hastened 
today to an isolated beach 150 
miles from Panama City to in- 
vestigate reports of new mys- 
tery landings by about 30 men. 
Difficult terrain delayed con- 
tact. a 

Aerial observers said the 
band I anded Saturday night 
from four or five outboard mo- 
torboats at Bahai Hondo in 
Veraguas province. 

A government spokesman 
did not appear overly con- 
cerned when he discussed the 
latest reports. Nor did he call 
the reported landing a new in- 
vasion. 


John Dreier, United States 
Ambassador on the investiga- 
tion commission of the Organ- 


ization of American States, 
said his group had not been 
notified of any new landings 
and would return home today 
as planned. 

O. A. S. military advisers are 
staying on, however, and will 
be filled in on developments. 

The O. A. S. team said last 
night Panama’s invasion crisis 
had ended with the surrender 
of the last six members of the 
band of intruders from Cuba. 
The holdouts gave up yester- 
day near the Caribbean coastal 
town of Nombre de Dios, where 
the main band surrendered Fri- 
day. 

Brazilian Ambassador Fer- 
nando Lobo, president of the 
O. A. S. commission, said the 
quick action by the O. A. S. to 
counter the attempt to over- 
throw President Ernesto de la 
Guardia should discourage any 
further invasion plots in the 
Caribbean. 


Lobo described the Cuban 
invaders, whom he visited in 
jail, as “a mixed up bunch of 
young boys.” 

“Two told me they thought |: 
they were heading for Nica- 
ragua and were surprised to 
learn they were in Panama,” 
he said. 

One O. A. S. delegate hinted 
that the commission would 
recommend clemency for the 
Cubans. De La Guardia’s gov- 
ernment had only promised so 
far to spare the invaders’ lives 
if they surrendered. 

The United States Caribbean 
Command described the O. A. S. 
action as an “excellent ex- 
ample of United States and 
Latin American military team- 
work that is going off like 
clockwork.” The United States, 
Colombia, Ecuador and Guate- 
mala teamed up to help the 
O. A. S. investigation. From 
Tuesday through Saturday 60 
surveillance flights were flown 
along the coast to spot any ad- 
— ag invasion that might be 
tried. 


BONN CORRECTS SPY STORY; 
IT HAPPENED 2 YEARS AGO 


MUNICH, Germany, May 4 
(AP) — West German intelli- 
gence officials admitted yes- 
terday they made a mistake 
when they announced the re- 
cent defection of two East Ger- 
man officers had led to the 
breakup of an espionage ring.

That would overturn Su- 
preme Court’s decision in the Steve Nelson 
case. But the A.B.A. members did 
the Supreme Court as such. Lawyers, indeed 
all laymen as well, have a right to call on 
Congress to pass laws when they are con- 
vinced that such legislation is needed. 
The A.B.A. House of Delegates would 
in a stronger position, however, if it

a policy laid down when Earl Warren. was 
Attorney General of California, the FBI 
chief urged state prosecuting officials not to 
muddy the waters in espionage and sedition 
cases. His position was the reasonable one 
that if the state authorities threw their weight 
around in the subversion field, they would 
disrupt FBI work, tip off culprits and ruin 
cases in hand. 

Yet with the FBI’s same Mr. Hoover now 
keeping discreetly silent, House and Senate 
foes of the Nelson decision—which properly 
found sedition to be a federal concern—are 
pushing hard to get the overriding bill passed 
in both branches. Unquestionably they have 
received valued aid and comfort from the 
A.B.A. House of Delegates. Whether so in- 
tended or not, the Delegates’ position, taken’ 
in this particular way at this particular time, 
helps the Eastlands, McClellans and Gold- 
waters in their attack on the court. 


Someone else who is keeping silent about 
all this is Majority Leader Lyndon Johnson. 
The Texas Democrat received many compli- 
ments at the end of the 1958 session for his 
strategy in warding off all attempts to change 
the Supreme Court’s authority for decisions. 
But this year there is fear that he will go 
along with the enemies of the Court to the 
extent of assisting in the passage, on a com- 
promise basis, of some crippling bills. 

If that becomes his apparent plan, Sena- 
tor Johnson can count on a fight that will 
team the liberal Democrats and progressive 
Republicans against the Eastlands, McClel- 
lands, Goldwaters and Butlers. Senators Hen- 
nings, Morse, Douglas and Clark, to name 
only four Democrats, surely would join with 
their Republican confreres, including Sena- 
tors Case of New Jersey, Javits of New York 
and Cooper of Kentucky, to fight it out to 
the finish. ‘ 

It would be a weird and indefensible result 
if the Senate, after its heavy infusion of new 
liberal blood last November, turned out to 
be less concerned about the integrity and 
independence of the Supreme Court now than 
when ex-Senators Jenner, Malone and Bricker 
were hurling their spears at Chief Justice 
Warren and his colleagues. It would be so 
indefensible as not to be countenanced. 


A Date in June 


It is not often that a date takes the signifi- 
cance-for a community that June 23 will mean 
to St. Louis this year. For that is the date 
now announced by Superintendent George B. 
Hartzog Jr. of the National Park Service for 
groundbreaking ceremonies for the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial. When the first 
spadeful of earth is turned for the relocation 
of the elevated railroad tracks, construction of 
the riverfront park in tribute to the bravery 
of the western pioneers will finally have 
begua. All else over the quarter century, 
dating back to that first civic committee 
luncheon, Dec. 15, 1933, has been preliminary. 
Twenty-five years is a long time to. wait to 
get any job started, but it will be more than 
worth all the patience and perseverance when 
at last Eero Saarinen’s noble arch soars into 
the sky, high above the Mississippi, to mark 
St. Louis officially for what it has been ever 
since the days of Lewis and Clark —“ the Gate- 
way to the West.” 


Welcome Back Canadian Oil 


The removal of import restrictions on 
Canadian oil warrants credit to the Eisen- 
hower Administration for willingness to rec- 
tify a mistake. Ironically, the same reason 
is given for removing them that was given 
for imposing them—national defense. But 
as the House special study mission to Canada 
observed of the defense argument in favor 
of quotas, “This argument simply does not 
make sense.” 

Canada’s oil reserves are part of the con- 
tinental resource right along with our own. 
It is to the United States’ defense advantage 
that the Canadian supplies should be devel- 
oped and conserved, and that know-how 
should be maintained on both sides of the 
border to keep the pipelines flowing. 


Greasing the Way for Champ 


A committee of the Missouri House has mis- 
takenly kept alive the State Senate’s error of 
co-operating in a questionable promotional 
scheme involving the Village of Champ, a 
community of 14 persons in St. Louis county. 

Those who own the town, principally Bill 
Bangert, former mayor of Berkeley, and Nor- 
man Champ, an industrialist, want to put up 
a giant shopping center and stadium, nag. 
their privilege. But they ought to fina it 
like every other private activity of this fia- 
ture, not build it as a tax-exempt municipal 
enterprise. That is unfair to every other en- 
trepreneur in the county.

Y’all Don’t Worry 


‘Noting that Michigan was unable to pay 
many state employes last week, the North 
Tampa Chamber of Commerce has sent that 
state $10,000 in Confederate currency with a 
message: Vall don’t worry now.? This kind- 
ly assistance, we freely predict, will cause 
Senator McNamara’s oratory to boil. 

In a recent Reply to Attacks on Michigan 
in the Senate, Mr. McNamara asserted that 
critics, usually conservative, often Republican 
and generally misled, were laying Michigan’s 
troubles to Gov. G. Mennen Williams, welfare 
statism, deficit spending, trade unions and 
Democrats. Senator Dirksen of Illinois, it 
appears, even spoke of a new beverage known 
as “Michigan on the rocks.” 

To this Senator McNamara replied that: 
Michigan’s per capita debt is lower than that 
of Illinois, its welfare costs are far lower 
than those of Arkansas or Oklahoma, its pop- 
ulation is growing faster than that of 46 
other states, its industry is making heavy new 
investments, and Gov. Williams lived longer, 
with a Republican Legislature than with Wal- 
ter Reuther. 

We would only note that Missouri and 
many other states face increasing financial 
difficulties, so save your Confederate money, 
boys—or the North Tampa Chamber of Com- 
merce may rise again. 


Mr. Herter’s Report 

Christian A. Herter’s first problem as 
Secretary of State was to help prepare the 
Western allies for an approach to summit 
peace talks. He has now reported on his 
efforts to President Eisenhower, and his re- 
port to the public on Thursday will be heard 
with attention. 

When Mr. Herter took office, the allies 
were in a poor position for hard bargaining 
with Russia at Geneva. Britain, on one side, 
and France and West Germany, on the other, 
were divided as to substantive proposals on 
the future of Germany, and the United States 
seemed to be somewhere in the middle. Con- 
sequently, it was absolutely essential for Mr. 
Herter to try to induce agreement at least on 
preliminary policy. . 

On that basis, the Secretary acquitted 
himself very well indeed. The Western con- 
ference in Paris was briefer and less explo- 
sive than anyone anticipated, and Mr. Herter 
is now able to report to the President and 
the press that “both in spirit and in substance 
we reached complete agreement on a highly 
important Western position.” 

But to achieve this degree of unity, the 
Western powers apparently had to ignore 
important areas of disagreement. Officials 
who were with Mr. Herter indicate that the 
allies rested on a package plan tying a new 
status for Berlin to German unification 
requiring eventual free elections, plus a 
diluted version of the British plan for an 
arms control zone. Beyond that, the Western 
ministers decided to wait to see what Russia 
Says at Geneva. 

Unfortunately, there is little doubt as to 
what Russia will say about the West’s package 
plan. Russia will reject large-scale packages, 
and already has done so. The Soviet Union 
will challenge the West to break down its 
package into negotiable parts or face an im- 
passe. This situation will confront the allies 
with the same negotiating problems. which 
were only partly resolved in Paris. 


OAS at Work 


Halting the “invasion” of Panama repre 
sented the sixth successful action by the 
Organization of American States to mediate 
disputes and was perhaps the most decisive 
one. Origins of the OAS date to the Pan 
American Union agreement of 1890 but the 
successor agency of the 21 republics grew its 
teeth with the Rio de Janeiro treaty of 1947. 

This treaty provides that the OAS Council 
shall meet when aggression threatens the 
peace of the Americas, and the Council may 
agree on breaking diplomatic relations with 
aggressors, economic sanctions and use of 
armed force. Previous use of this treaty has 
involved charges of aggression by one mem- 
ber against another. The Panama case was 
the first instance of charges of “invasion” by 
an armed force not connected with any 
member. 

Actually, the Rio treaty does cover such 
cases. It includes, among threats to peace, 
aggression which is not an armed attack, con- 
flicts inside or outside the hemisphere, and 
“any other fact or situation that might en- 
danger the peace of America.” Had the 
clause been invoked by the Batista dictator- 
ship, OAS might have been compelled to con- 
sider Fidel Castro’s “invasion” of Cuba. But

would have consented to joint action to pro-

Senator Hennings favors the two- 
term tradition that was established 
by George Washington but holds that 
any President should be eligible for 
re-election as often as the majority

“Rescue breathing” was de- 
veloped by the Armed Forces 
in a study aimed at finding the 
best method for resuscitation 
of personnel affected by nerve 
gas in future warfare. It in- 
volves mouth-to-mouth contact 
between rescuer and casualty. 

Dr. Kimura said the basic 
mouth-to-mouth method had 
been used since Biblica] times. 
When properly employed, he 
said, it can be twice as effec- 
tive in getting air into a per- 
son's lungs as the push-pull 
manual techniques that are 
more familiar to the public. 
He emphasized that the key 
to successful resuscitation is 
keeping the airway into the 
subject’s lungs free and unim- 
peded. Rescue breathing, it 
was pointed out, now has been | 
adopted in Red Cross manuals 
for treatment of children. | 
Dr. Kimura emphasized his 
conviction that widespread fa- 
miliarity with the mouth-to- 
mouth method would save ci- 
vilian lives in affording a 
prompt and ready-to-hand 
means of reviving drowning 
and suffocation cases.

The A.C.L.U. said in a state- 
ment that the change was 
based on the need “in today’s 
turbulent, complex world for 
the fullest exchange of infor- 
mation and opinion.” 

The statement continued: 

“The American Civil Liber- 
ties Union indorses in principle 
permitting radio and TV sta- 
tions to editorialize in accord- 
ance with the standard of 
public interest. In upholding 
the right of stations to editor- 
jalize on public issues, the 
A.C.L.U. believes an editorial 
should be clearly identified as 


an expression of the station’s 
opinion.” 

The Federal Communications | 
Commission in 1949 reversed | 
its 1940 decision against edi- 
torializing. The A.C.L.U. at the 
time opposed that reversal.

WASHINGTON, May 4 — 
The existence of life on Mars 
has been established almost 
beyond question, according to 
a leading authority on that 
planet. 

Dr. Gerard de Vaucouleurs 
of the University of Paris and 
the Harvard College Observa- 
tory presented this evaluation 
last week at a symposium or- 
ganized jointly by the National 
Academy of Sci and the 
American Physical Society. 

Paramount among the pieces 
of evidence that he cited were 
spectroscopic observations from 
Lowell observatory which, last 
October, detected evidence of 
vegetation. These observations 
have recently been subjected 
to a series of tests to eliminate 
various possibilities of misin- 
terpretation. 

Other evidence, according to 

De Vaucouleurs, included the 
seasonal changes in the dark 
areas of Mars and their strik- 
ing ability to shed or grow 
over the clouds of dust that 
settle on them from time to 


time. 
Lively Discussion. 
His analysis 3 lively 
discussion. Dr. Harold C. Urey, 


Nobel prize winner and an au- 
thority on the composition of 
the universe, commented dry- 
ly: “It appears plants on Mars 
have the ability to dust them- 
selves off.” 

“There is no reason,” he 
added, “why muscular move- 
ment should be limited to ani- 
mels.” 

De Vaucouleurs said that 
last October a cloud of dust 
moved across the face of Mars, 
then stopped and remained 
motionless for a month, grad- 
ually disappearing. It had ap- 

arently settled on vegetation, 

e said. Another scientist 
pointed to a similar sequence 
of events in the great dust 
storm that swept across Mars 
in 1956. 

Mars made close approaches 
to the earth in 1954, 1956 and 
last October. Such ideal times 
for observation will not recur 
for 13 years. 


Arizona Observations. 

The evidence now assembled, 
De Vaucouleurs said, “comes 
very close to being final proof 
of the existence of some form 
of plant life on Mars.” The 
work at the Lowell Observa- 
tory in Flagstaff, Ariz. was 
carried out by Dr. William M. 
Sinton. 

Sinton described his study 
in an interview. He said he 
aimed the observatory’s 200- 
inch reflector both a the dark 
areas of Mars and at the bright 
areas. All of the light recorded 
was, of course, reflected sun- 
light, since Mars produces no 

t of its own. 
However some of the solar 


combinations of carbon and hy- 
drogen found in living matter. 
This was not true of light from 
the bright areas. 
Algae Absorption. | 

Sinton said he had been un- 
able to find any inorganic sub- 
stance, however closely related 
chemically, which displayed all 
three of these absorption lines. 
He found them in algae—the 
green scum which appears in 
ponds—and in filter paper, 
which contains organic matter 
either in the form of wood pulp 
or animal fiber. Yet calcium 
carbonate (limestone) did not 
display the three lines. 

Despite his conviction that 
he has detected plant life on 
Mars, Sinton said he could not 
claim to have tested all possi- 
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ble inorganic carbonates which 
might have similar absorption 
lines. 

Dr. Gerard P. Kuiper, direc- 
tor of the Yerkes Observatory 
and an authority on the plan- 
ets, termed the observations ex- 
traordinarily interesting,“ How- 
ever, he disputed the signifi- 
cance of the vanishing dust, 
noting that lava fields in the 
southwest are soon cleared of

His appointment was an- 
nounced yesterday by Director 
Alan T. Waterman of the Na- 
tional Sclence Foundation and 
Lloyd v. Berkner, president of 
Associated Universities, Inc., 
which is building and operat- 
ing the observatory under con- 
tract to the foundation. 

The Green Bank observatory 
uses radio receivers — huge 
dish-shaped antennae — rather 
than telescopes to study the 
stars. Radio astronomy is used 
to detect and study certain ce- 
lestial objects and gaseous ma- 
terials by means of radio waves 
they emit. Some of these ob- 
jects cannot be seen even with 
the most powerful optical tele- 
scopes.

THE BURGLARS and hold- 
up men who make up the Mar- 
vin Dale Berry gang are barred 
from most St. Louis and St. 
Louis county drinking estab- 
lishments. The swaggering 
young hoodlums are free spend- 
ers when they have it, but the 
trouble they cause is not worth 
the business. 


One of the places which suf- 
fered most at the hands of the 
gang is the Londoff ‘Cocktail 
Lounge at 2357 Palm street. 
Paul Baykoski, a Berry asso- 
ciate, and two customers were 
shot there June 14, 1954 in a 
fight started by Baykoski. Then 
a customer, John 8. Bernal, 
was killed there by a member 
of the gang in a holdup Feb. 
22, 1955. 


„Baykoski was 21 years old 


when he shot it out with Police, 
Sgt. Lee Soete early on that 
morning in 1954. He had 
served two terms in the Inter- 
mediate Reformatory at Algoa 
and the Missouri State Peni- 
tentiary at Jefferson City for 
burglary and grand larceny. 
There he was a fellow inmate 
of Berry, Forrest Allen Parker, 
Robert Emmett Burns and 
others of the gang. 

The young, hazel-eyed hood- 
lum, who has the sullen fea- 
tures of a Billy the Kid, al- 
ready was tabbed by detectives 
of the police department’s in- 
telligence unit as extremely 
dangerous. He had taken a 
few too many drinks. at the 
Londoff bar. He became an- 
gered at a fancied insult and 
threatened a young woman 
companion with his pistol. 

Baykoski cursed and shouted 
that he intended to kill her. 
Someone left the crowded cock- 
tail lounge and summoned Sgt. 


‘Soete. 


When the policeman entered, 


- Baykoski was at the bar waving 


his pistol menacingly. Seete 
ordered him to drop it. With 
a drunken oath, Baykoski 
swung around, firing as he 
turned. 

The slugs were discharged’ 
wildly into the crowd and two 
bystanders were hit. Donald 
Syberg, 4231 Lee avenue, was 
struck in the chest, and Rich- 
ard Gregoric, 3530 Texas ave- 
nue, in the mouth. 


Sgt. Soete, who had hesl- 
tated to shoot because of the 
customers, was a More accur- 
ate marksman, He shot the 
blustering gangster in the 
abdomen and in both arms. 
One shot just missed Bayko- 
ski’s head, nicking an ear. 
Londoff’s bar was a sham- 
bles. 


Baykoski survived the .shoot- 
ing, as did the bystanders. Pals 
of Baykoski got busy while he 
was still recovering from the 
shock of his wounds. They in- 
timidated - witnesses. 

Jack Ballard, an ex-convict 
buddy, visited Londoff's 
Lounge several nights after the 
big trouble. With him was a 
man identified as a relative of 
Baykoski. They tried to get 
pretty Mrs. Helen Weichelt, a 
waitress, to change her story 
of the affair. They suggested 
the story she should tell police. 

“Tell them that you saw 
Baykoski take the gun away 
from Syberg,” Ballard said. “If 
vou don't tell them that you'll 
get the same that Paul got.” 

The attractive 24-year-old 
brunette refused to alter her 
original account. Baykoski had 
the gun all the time, she in-

house. It happened so quickly, 
she was unable to resist. 
They dragged her across the 
kitchen and into a bedroom. 
The ‘screams came then, and 
the neighborhood was aroused. 
“Jack, don’t do it,” she 
sobbed. Neighbors said she re- 
peated the plea several times. 
She lapsed into Screams and 
moans. The three men left as 
quickly as they had come. 
Mrs. Weichelt staggered 
from the house and went next 
door. She rang the rear door- 
bell of a neighbor’s house. 
When the neighbor came to 
the door, she had collapsed. 
She was bleeding from many 
wounds, most of chem super- 
ficial. Her arms, chest and 


forehead had been slashed re- 


peatedly with a knife. Most of 
the cuts were in the form of 
the letter “J.” One required 
stitches. 

Mrs. Weichelt, questioned by 
detectives at St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, identified the slasher as 
a man she knew only as Sleepy- 
Eyed Jack. She said she did 
not know the others. 

Frequenters of Londoff's 
Cocktail Lounge knew Sleepy- 
Eyed Jack by sight. But he 
was a tight-lipped ex-convict, 
and had not bandied His name 
around casually. No one seemed 
to know his real name. 

A tipster provided the full 
identity. Sleepy-Eyed Jack, he 
said, was Jack T. Allen. He 
was a friend of Jack Ballard, 
the man who had warned the 
waitress she would “get the 
same as Paul got.” Allen was 
staying at the Granite City 
V. M. C. A. 

Patrolmen Walter Wods- 
worth and Sam Avedisian went 
to the ¥.M.C.A. Allen was liv- 
ing in a room on the third 
floor Wodsworth knocked on 
the door.

shooting, on June 1. 1955, Bay- 
koski stood trial. The sta 


presented a strong case. As 
soon as the prosecution had 
rested, Baykoski interrupted 
the proceedings and pleaded 
guilty. Circuit Judge J. Casey 
Walsh sentenced him to nine 
years in prison on the assault 
charge and also for flourishing 
a deadly weapon. 
Two members of the 

gang, wearing scarves whic 
concealed their faces, walked 
into the Londoff Cocktail 
Lounge the night of Feb. 22, 
1955. They were confident the 
holdup would go smoothly as 
they advanced toward the bar 
with pistols drawn. 


But a robber never knows 
how his victims are going to 
react. Nineteen of the 20 per- 
sons in Londoff's were ready 
to submit. But the twentieth 
had another idea. 

John S. Bernal, a customer, 
seemed to recognize the rob 
bers. He left the bar and 
walked toward them. 


“Go ahead and shoot,” he 


said, I'm not afraid of you.” 

The shorter of the two rob- 
bers, later identified as Rich- 
ard J. Crimmins, expressed 
amazement. 

“What are you some sort of 
wise punk?” 

“I’m not afraid of you or 
your gun,” Bernal replied,

A third jury 
considered the case for an hour 
and voted for acquittal. 

The malignant Berry gang 
brought disaster to another tav- 
ern owner in North St. Louis. 
He was James Patrick McNa- 
mee, who operated a saloon in 
the 2500 block of St. Louis 
avenue. 


McNamee had a good voca- 
tion and a good business, He 
held a card in the steamfitters’ 
union. His tavern attracted a 
lucrative family trade. The 
cash register rang a merry 
tune. 

Members of the Berry gang 
began hanging out at Mc- 
Namee’s bar. They spent 
money, too. But they were an 
insolent lot, took no guff from 
the squares who rubbed shoul- 
ders with them at the bar. 
Fights ensued. McNamee be- 
gan losing his old customers. 

Business fell off sharply. 
McNamee became his own best 

customer, a fatal weakness for 

a tavernkeeper. He finally had 

to close the doors. He was 

somewhat older than the young 
hoodlums who had helped 
wreck the business, but -he 
started hanging out with them. 
They provided him with an op-

portunity to obtain the money 
he needed to quench his in- 
creasing thirst for alcohol. 

Intelligence unit detectives 
learned of McNamee’s involve- 
ment with the gang in their 
constant surveillance of Berry 
& Co. They watched his house 
and tailed him about the city. 
They saw him in close con- 
versations with Berry and 
Parker. 

The Bettendorf supermarket 
on the Halls Ferry Circle was 
held up the morning of March 
5, 1957. A description of the 
robbers was broadcast on the 
police radio. The report stated 
that the holdup men got away 
in a red automobile. 

Two detectives who had 
been keeping an eye on Mc- 
Namee knew he owned a red 
and black sedan. As soon as 
they heard the broadcast they 
hurried to McNamee’s home. 

hey were there when Mc- 

amee drove up. He had $2696 
in small bills inside his shirt. 
The money was his share of 
$10,900 seized in the robbery. 

An arrest order went out for 
Berry and Parker. The attor- 
neys regularly hired by the 
sought-after pair were so cer- 


tain their clients had been 
picked up that they appeared 
in circuit court and obtained 
writs of habeas corpus for 
their release. A police official 
had to swear before a circuit 
judge that the men were not in 
custody. 

Berry and Parker were ar-

in contrast to an overwhelm- 
ing number of our common 
weeds. Most are camp-follow- 
ers of man that have traveled 
with him out of the high 
steppes of Asia across Euro 
and into the New World. 


Pokeweed is not only a 
“native” but is what might 
be called a plant of the “dis- 
turbed ground.” Always it is 
found along the flood plains 
of rivers where the earth is 
over or 
added to by each spring rise. 
And then when man comes 
along, it readily moves into 
the mulch-rich corners of 
barn lot and fence row. Here 
it becomes a hardy perennial 
with a root stock as big as 
one’s arm that may persist 
in one site for 50 years or 
more. 


In late summer poke grows 
higher than a man’s head, 
sending up sturdy alternate- 
leaved stalks which have a pun-_ 
gent odor. The flower spike is 
of interest to the teaching bot- 
anist; for here in a single spray 


we can see the tightly closed 


flower bud, the fully opened 
blossom, and the ripening seed 
in its dark purple berry. 
birds eat these seeds and ber- 
ries in autumn; but only in 
early spring is any other part 
of the plant edibie. Now we 
search out the plants, which 


lost. So we generally stick to 
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new shoots like asparagus when 
they are about finger size and 
the leaves are small and still 
tightly curled. Harvested at 
this stage the shoots are quite 
delicate. 

Later on in the year, both 
leaves and roots of the poke- 
weed are poisonous enough to 
cause convulsions and even 
death in rare instances. But a 
strong “tea” brewed from the 
root was an old-time remedy 
for itch and also for a certain 
swelling of the throat in hogs 
and cattle. The berries should 
always be avoided as food but 
do make a fairly permanent 


purple dye, as many a country 


mother has found when her 
youngsters come in from play. 

There are, of course, many 
other greens that were relished 
at the end of winter in pioneer 
days. Most have to be boiled in 
so many waters to remove the 
sharp taste, however, that all 
their vitamins and minerals are 


poke which we consider the 
tastiest and most appetizing. 


As sure a sign of spring 
as finding the first mess of 
poke greens is my wife’s 
ambition to get the porches 
in order for summer living. 
This is a job on which she 
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can usually be found by last 
year’s bare stalks, and cut the
